New Vehicle Code 
Regulations Are 
Effective Jan . 1 

As Father Time escorts a 
bearded 1978 out the door 
this New Year’s Eve and 
ushers in: the diapered baby 
of 1979, the Department of 
Motor Vehicles will also be 
ushering in 110 changes to 
the California Vehicle Code. 

Most of the 110 changes 
will go unnoticed by most 
California motorists, how 
ever, since all hut a few are 
minor technical corrections 
or procedural variations of 
existing laws. 

One change of particular 
interest to those who will be 
unfortunate enough to be¬ 
come involved in a traffic 
accident next year involves 
the financial responsibility 
laws administered by DMV. 
A change in the financial re¬ 
sponsibility law which will 
go into effect January 1, 
1979, will require drivers tc 
report to DMV any accident 
which resulted in bodily in¬ 
jury, death, or property dam¬ 
age of more than $350. 

In 1978, the minim u m 
property damage limit was 
set at $250. 

The $100 increase, accord¬ 
ing to DMV financial res¬ 
ponsibility manager Clifton 
Shealy, stemmed direct 1 y 
from Inflation. “We asked 
the Legislature to increase 
the property damage limit to 
reduce the number of ‘fender 
bender’ accidents being re¬ 
ported to DMV.” Shealy said 
"Due to the present cost of 
automobile parts and labor, 
we found that very minor 
vehicle repairs were often 
exceeding the $250 limit.” 

Another inflation - trig¬ 
gered bill which goes into 
effect in 1979. authorizes 
DMV to charge up to $3 per 
copy of the California Ve¬ 
hicle Code. DMV will, how¬ 
ever, only charge $2 per 
copv. which is what it costs 
DMV to publish the book. 
The Vehicle Code sold for $1 
in 1978. 

State Legislato r s and 
members of the U.S. Con¬ 
gress will also be affected 
in the pocketbook by new 
legislation which will re¬ 
quire them to pay for their 
own special legislative ve¬ 
hicle license plates. In addi¬ 
tion to regular registration 
fees, the elected officials 
will be required to pay $12 
for the initial license plate.

January was another re¬ 
cord month for gasoline us¬ 
age in California. 

George R. Reilly, member. 
State Board of Equalization, 
anonunced that more than 
965 million gallons were dis¬ 
tributed more than in any 
previous January. 

Reilly reported that Jan¬ 
uary totals exceeded figures 
for January 1978 by 6.3 per 
cent and for January 1977 
by 9.3 per cent. However, 
gallonage decreased from 
the preceding month of De¬ 
cember by six per cent. 

Gasoline distribution, data 
report taxable sales by dis¬ 
tributors to retail oulets, 
brokers, and cerain other 
distributors. Refiners, im¬ 
porters, and wholesale distri¬ 
butors pay 7-cents-per-gallon 
tax on their distribution to 
retailers. The State Board of 
Equalization, administers that 
tax. 

Reilly said that January 
revenues exceeded $67.56 mil¬ 
lion, up $4 million from 
January 1978, but down by 
more than $4.2 million from 
December.

Action Now? 

A new plan which would allocate $1.3 billion more 
than already intended for state highway construction over 
the next five years has been cited by Assemblyman Walter 
Ingalls (D-Riverside), chairman of the Assembly Trans¬ 
portation committee, as an effort to hide the “mismanage¬ 
ment and incompetence” of the state’s department of 
1 ransportation.. 

Virgil Waters, chairman of the Southern California 
Transportation Action Committee — a citizens group con¬ 
cerned with the quality of transportation in the five South¬ 
ern California counties — remarked, “Assemblyman Ingalls 
should be commended for his diligent efforts to expose 
the misguided planning of the Brown Administration. 

Ingalls claims that with construction costs increasing 
at a higher rate than the interest earned on the present 
surplus'in the state transportation fund, it makes econo¬ 
mic sense to build highways now, not next year or the 
year after. 

Waters stated, “we’ve been sitting on close to $o0() 
million just in state monies, no to mention the amounts 
available from (he federal government to improve and 
upgrade our highways, and it’s about time we take a 
hard look at the situation and invoke some action to 
take care of business now.” 


Suspicion! 


A proposed increase in spending on highway projects 
and transit systems, over the next six years, is being 
viewed with suspicion by critics of Governor Browns trans¬ 
portation department director. 

Virgil Waters, chairman of the Southern California 
Transportation Action Committee remarked, “there is money 
right now for highway improvements, but there is no in¬ 
dication of any immediate action or commitment on the 
part of he CalTrans director to move ahead.” 

In the proposal outlined by t.he Caltrans director, there 
was no mention of one major concern which most critics 
have been advocating — closing the gaps in the state s 
freeway systems. These include: the Long Beach Free¬ 
way (Route 7); the Foothill Freeway (Route 30); and 
upgrading a 68 mile stretch of State Highway 86. between 
Coachella and Brawley, locally known as "blood alley.” 

Waters stated, “ihe Brown administration is under¬ 
estimating future revenues and we art* wary that these 
extra monies will be diverted into projects such as the 
energy* and economically inefficient Amtrak service. 


A Cinch! 


Paul Gann’s “Spirit of 13” drie to qualify a state and 
lceal government expenditure limitation initiative for the 
next statewide ballot, presumably in June 1980, apparently 
has succeeded with signatures to spare. 

As of mid-March, canvassers*had collected 915,000 sig¬ 
natures. A total of 553,790 valid signatures are required 
to place a constitutional amendment on the ballot. 

County clerks had five days to make a gross count 
of signatures and another 15 <fay s to sample the validity 
of signatures filed with them. Organizers were confident 
tiiat the measure would win certifies.ion without requiring 
manual validation of each signature submitted. 

'This is the third biggest signature total in California 
history," said Keith Gurry, an official wth the California 
Association of Realtors and one of the principal organizers 
of the drive. 

Curry also claimed that the measure is only the second 
to draw signatures from all 58 counties. The first, he said, 
was Proposition 13. 


Budget Corrected! 


Governor Brown unveiled a $11-1,000 budget cut for 
the Courts of Appeal last year at this time, reflecting the 
ability of the state Public Defender to handle indigent 
criminal appeals. 

At the same time, another section of his budget showed 
that the “increased ability” was being purchased by a 
proposed $1.9 million increase in the state Public De¬ 
fender’s budget. 

Net new costs: $1.8 million. 

The contradiction was acknowledged in the January 
15-31 Cal-Tax News under the headline ‘Less is mo: Public 
Defender goes slapstick.’ 

In the Governor's Budget unveiled this January (page 
A-40) is the following notation: “As a result of careful 
review by (he administration, the budget of the state 
Public Defender will be reduced by 28.5 positions and 
$832,967. This elimination of all vacant positions will not 
deprive any eligible indigent appellant of court-appointed 
counsel.” 

And under the judicial section (pages 8-9) of the 
979-80 budget, it is disclosed that the appellate court 
budget for handling indigent appeals is to be increased 
$222,600 over what will be spent this year “to provide to! 
additional private attorneys appointed directly by the 
courts to represent criminal appeallants because the Office 
of the State Public Defender has not assumed as many 
appointed counsel cases as had originally been anticipated.” 

Net savings: $610,375. 

Cal-Tax 
pointed out that despi e a multi-million dollar budget, the 
state Public Defender was representing fewer than half 
of the criminal indigen.s appealing their convictions, leav¬ 
ing (he remainder to attorneys paid by the appellate 
courts.

It appeared that to¬ 
bacco people had decided 
that one sure way to get all 
those anti-smokjng spots off 
the air was simply to can¬ 
cel their advertising, for only 
those stations carrying such 
advertising had to air the 
other spots. It didn't matter, 
it seemed that it was still 
legal to SELL cigarettes . . . 
and, for awhile, to advertise 
them in print.

You remember what fol¬ 
lowed. The floodgates were 
opened as far as powerful 
broadcast advertising was 
concernd. Now it was easy 
to dissipate the effective¬ 
ness of advertising for ANY 
product, as far as broadcast 
was concerned.

Just complain to the FCC 
and presto! You could get 
spots aired AGAINST that 
product. These were just the 
first steps—taken against a 
medium subject to licensing 
by a government bureau— 
toward the greater and more 
serious arbitrary regulation 
of ALL advertising and fin- 
all of all BUSINESS com¬ 
petition.

History was repeating it¬ 
self and we saw the com¬ 
petitive shortsighted ness 
among media work again. 
This time, most people

Two springs ago, I wan¬ 
dered along the lower can¬ 
yons, burdened down with 
tape recording equipment, 
Including a heavy parabolic 
microphone . . . hoping to 
preserve the sounds of our 
native animals. Durirg the 
past 15 years I have re- 
crded the more common na¬ 
tural sounds of our canyons 
and foothills. You’d really 
think I’d had enough sounds 
on tape of the Red Shafted 
Flicker, Rufus Sided Towee, 
and the Mockingbird .... 
just to name a few. I’m sure 
if I were to unwind all the 
tape I used in recording 
n a hi re sounds,’ it would 
probably reach to Jupiter 
and back! Yet, like so many 
artists, etc., I seem to be in 
an endless struggle to out¬ 
do myself . . . make the 
finest duality recording of 
some rare bird — surpas¬ 
sing all other work done to 
date. 

Eons ago, it sceems, I 
started out with a very in¬ 
expensive (some called It 
cheap! three inch reel to 
reel battery operated tape 
recorder. The microphon3 
was in the shape of a verv 
thick silver dollar. After 
reading a few books on re¬ 
cording. I got the idea that 
sound had to be concern 
trated . . . magnified? So I 
fabricated a boxy a.kward 
shape out of poster board. 
Into its base I inserted the 
mike. After “exhaustive field 
tests” I found that my mike 
reflector left a whole lot to 
be desired. In short it was 
an unspeakable flop! So, 
back to the books and the 
so-called drawing board. 

I found a replacement for 
my “sound maenifier” i,n a 
war surplus store. It was 
dome shaped and plastic, 
and looked like a woman's 
hair drier found in beauty 
salons. Actually, it worked 
ouite well! After being 
coupled with three different 
tape recorders . . . each bet¬ 
ter than the previous one . . 
. . i ventually worked its 
way into my classroom and 
found, as its final resting 
place, the central part of 
some social studies project. 
But not until after serving 
faithfullv, record i n g the 
sound of many local birds! 

Over the years I graduated 
to a finer quality tape re¬ 
corder, and ingeniously used 
as a parabolic mike reflector 
the top to a Chinese wok, 
all to the chagrin of my 
wife. Though the wok top 
works beautifully, there 
does seem to be conflict. On 
the days I go out to record
